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A14 crash brings 
road to standstill 


THE two drivers in Monday’s 
early morning horror smash 
on the A14 in Newmarket have 
walked away with only minor in¬ 
juries, police have said. 

Drivers sat in eight miles of 
tailbacks after the A14 was closed 
for almost 12 hours following the 
crash involving two lorries on 
the westbound carriageway at 
Newmarket at about 4.15am. 

One lane of traffic was tempo¬ 
rarily opened at the height of the 
rush hour to ease the pressure 
on traffic that had built up. 

Duncan Anderson commutes 
on the A14 from his home near 
Bury St Edmunds, leaving at

around 6.30am. 

He said that while the journey 
typically takes an hour, on Mon¬ 
day he spent close to four hours 
stuck in his car. 

“five never had a journey that 
long before,” he said. 

“By the time it said there was 
congestion at whatever junction 
it was, your only option was get¬ 
ting off the A14 there and then 
- if you didn’t take that then that 
was it, you were stuck in it. 

“It would have been handy if

those warnings had come ear¬ 
lier. Plus, lanes of traffic at a 
standstill is not ‘congestion’. If it 
had said the road was closed at 
junction 37 then people would 
probably have taken a lot more 
notice.” 

Motorists who tried to cut 
through Newmarket were also 
caught up in traffic, which 
backed up to Red Lodge on the 
All and all the way back to Bury 
St Edmunds on the A14. 


Traffic worsened in the af¬ 
ternoon when another broken 
down lorry halted traffic in the 
afternoon queues. 

Both lorry drivers were taken 
to Addenbrooke’s following the 
smash, which was attended by 
two ambulances, a rapid re¬ 
sponse vehicle and an ambu¬ 
lance officer. 

One driver was reported to 
have serious but not life threat¬ 
ening injuries. 

However, a spokeswoman for 
Suffolk police told the News yes¬ 
terday: “Both drivers were dis¬ 
charged from hospital with only 
minor injuries.”

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£150k splash pad

CHILDREN and their parents 
are set to be consulted on the 
future of a splash pad and 
water feature - but funding 
will be needed for the new 
water feature to go ahead. 

The splash pad, located 
in the Memorial Gardens in 
Newmarket, continues to 
break down in the summer 
months and needs replacing. 

Current quotes obtained 
by the council puts that cost 
at almost £150,000 plus VAT. 

A report given to council¬ 
lors ahead of the meeting 
said: “There have been seri¬ 
ous ongoing problems with 
the water feature. 

“Since its installation al¬ 
most 20 years ago, the water 
feature has deteriorated sig¬ 
nificantly. 

“The only items remaining 
in reasonable working con¬ 
dition are the pads.” 

It continues: “There is also 
a continued problem with 
the water feature pump. 

“The grounds manager 
has advised that one major 


problem is that children stuff 
wood chippings from the 
area adjacent to the water 
feature down the water fea¬ 
ture holes, causing the water 
pump to break down. 

“Members should be 
aware that the water feature 
plays a vital part to the Me¬ 
morial Gardens and is the 
major attaction for families 
in Newmarket and the sur¬ 
rounding villages.” 

Councillors decided at a 
meeting of the leisure ser¬ 
vices committee on Monday 
that they would consult with 
the public on what would be 
best to be installed at the wa¬ 
ter feature and splash pad, 
meaning they would have 
a more solid proposal and 
could approach organisa¬ 
tions for funding. 

No funding pot is available 
at the council, the report 
added, but councillors had 
previously discussed com¬ 
pletely replacing the popu¬ 
lar Memorial Gardens water 
feature. 

The report added: “How¬ 
ever, it would be a good ex¬ 
ercise to commence the evi¬ 
dence base for what type of 
water feature the children 


and young people would de¬ 
sire.” 

Cllr Michael Jefferys, who 
chaired Monday evening’s 
meeting, told the News after¬ 
wards: “We are going to get 
more quotes because that 
was very expensive. 

“That will give us an indi¬ 
cation of what we might do. 
We will be looking to 2016 
- we can’t do anything this 
year. 

“We are going to do a con¬ 
sultation with parents and 
children who come along to 
the Thursday entertainment 
for children during the sum¬ 
mer. 

“That will help us if we go 
out for some match funding 
for the feature to say we have 
done a consultation and that 
we are being informed by 
that.” 

The councillors will be fol¬ 
lowing up the consultation 
and make a decision on what 
the future will hold for the 
splash pad in their meeting 
in September. 

Take part in the consulta¬ 
tion at the entertainment, 
starting with a magic show 
on Thursday at 2pm and

THE closure of the RAF 
Mildenhall airbase is a 
chance for the council to 
“capitalise on the area”.

“This is our chance for our 
area not just to capitalise by 
attracting new businesses off 
the back of the All upgrade, 
but to seek better infrastruc¬ 
ture improvements, national 
investment and devolution 
to let us get on with the job 
ourselves. 

“Let’s not forget that while 
RAF Mildenhall is to close, 


RAF Fakenheath is expand¬ 
ing, and we will need to un¬ 
derstand and push for the 
infrastructure improvements 
to meet that need.” 

Approximately 60 mem¬ 
bers of the public attended 
the meeting, where Mr Han¬ 
cock also spoke. 

Speaking afterwards, he 
said: “It’s vital that we have 
an open discussion about 
the future of Mildenhall with 
all options on the table.

MORE legends of Newmar¬ 
ket - both former and cur¬ 
rent - were immortalised 
yesterday as the second wave 
of the Legends of the Turf 
were unveiled. 

Jockeys Frankie Dettori 
and Nat Flatman along with 
racehorses Shergar and Pret¬ 
ty Polly were included while 
trainer Sir Noel Murless, and 
Admiral Henry Rous were 
also honoured. Each now has 
a paving stone engraved with 
their name and a gold horse¬ 
shoe on Newmarket High 
Street. 

Relatives of the legends 
who are no longer alive 
were on hand to unveil the 
plaques, while Frankie Det¬ 
tori and his family did the 
honours for his. 

Frankie’s was the first stone 
to be unveiled, with pupils 
from Ditton Lodge school on 
hand to speak about the fa¬ 
mous jockey. 

Newmarket mayor Cllr 


John Berry described the 
jockey as “the most success¬ 
ful and popular of the cur¬ 
rent era”. 

After his unveiling, Frankie 
told the News : “I am pretty 
touched to be remembered 
this way. I will have been in 
Newmarket 30 years tomor¬ 
row so it was good timing. 
It is just unbelievable. I am 
gobsmacked.” 

Suffolk born trainer Nat 
Flatman, who is buried be¬ 
neath the tower of All Saints 
Church, was also remem¬ 
bered. 

He topped the jockey’s ta¬ 
ble in 1846 - the first season 
when the leading riders were 
published - and remained 
there for six years, riding 
winners of the 2,000 Guin¬ 
eas, 1,000 Guineas and the St 
Ledger three times each. 

Pupils from All Saints 
School, close to the road now 
named after the rider, un¬ 
veiled his plaque. 

Louisa Southey, 11, said: 
“It was really good. It’s not 
something you get to do eve¬ 


ry day. 

“I was excited and nervous 
at the same time.” 

Olivia Allen, 10, added: “I 
am going to be looking out 
for the stones. It’s cool that 
we got to unveil stones for 
the legends.” 

Sir Noel Murless, leading 
trainer of the post-war era 
and father of Lady Cecil; Ad¬ 
miral Henry Rous, a “sort of 
perpetual president” of The 
Jockey Club; Shergar, de¬ 
scribed as “one of the most 
impressive Derby winners 
in history”, and Pretty Polly 
- “arguably the greatest filly 
and the most influential 
brood mare of the 20th cen¬ 
tury- have also been remem¬ 
bered in stone on the High 
Street. 

Cllr Berry said: “It’s quite 
lovely to get representatives 
for ail of the legends. It’s a 
very busy week in the rac¬ 
ing calendar so for everyone 
to spare a morning is such a 
lovely thing. 

“We hope to unveil more 
next year.”

DEADLY 60 presenter Steve Backshall 
is using his infectious enthusiasm for 
the wonders of nature to get families 
outdoors enjoying their own smaller-scale 
adventures. Here, the former Strictly star 
speaks to Lisa Salmon 


ALTHOUGH adventurer Steve 
Backshall has swum with great 
white sharks, caught a king 
cobra and been charged by el¬ 
ephants, his passion for the 
natural world extends much 
further than just the deadly. 

The go-getting TV naturalist 
can barely contain his enthusi¬ 
asm for the far less dangerous 
mini-beasts found in puddles 
and ponds, and the wonders of 
nature that surround us every 
day - and now he’s on a mis¬ 
sion to get families to share his 
passion. 

The Deadly 60 presenter is 
fronting a new campaign to en¬ 
courage children and parents 
to take part in mini-adventures 
outside, winning badges for 
small-scale outdoor fun includ¬ 
ing camping in the back gar¬ 
den, kissing a toad and jumping 
puddles. 

“I’m trying to encourage fam¬ 
ilies to spend more time out¬ 
doors with their kids,” explains 
Backshall, 42. 

“It’d be very easy for me to 
say you need to take all your 
kids on foot on safari round the 
Masai Mara - but not everyone 
has that available to them. Eve¬ 
ryone does have the possibility 
of going to their local park with 
a torch and looking for moths, 
or giving a bush a big whack 
and catching all the bugs that 
drop out of it. 

“These are things that can be 
of enormous joy and are poten¬ 
tially available to everyone.” 

After all, the presenter - who 
showed off his moves on last 
year’s Strictly Come Dancing - 
points out: “I didn’t start out 
when I was six years old by go¬ 


ing free-diving with great white 
sharks - it took me 40 years to 
work up to that.” 

Backshall is fronting the Brave 
Bones Club initiative to encour¬ 
age kids to embark on their own 
adventures this summer, and is 
currently filming a series of vid¬ 
eos featuring simple activities 
children can try, including mak¬ 
ing a tent and a wildlife expedi¬ 
tion. The films will be available 
through the Brave Bones Club 
website during the school sum¬ 
mer holidays. 

“I have an infinite compen¬ 
dium of ideas that people can 
try with their youngsters, and 
my main drive is getting them 
to do things that are free or 
cheap and can be done locally, 
so they’re available for every¬ 
one,” he says. 

Backshall, who was brought 
up on a smallholding in Sur¬ 
rey surrounded by rescue ani¬ 
mals, wants kids to share his 
love of wildlife, but points out: 
“It doesn’t have to be massive 
iconic mega-animals - I got 
the majority of my excitement 
when I was young from small 
things like mini-beasts, worms, 
slow worms, lizards and grass 
snakes, and from going to my 
local pond and finding water 
scorpions, beetles, dragonfly 
larvae and mayfly nymphs. 


“These are things that - if you 
stick them under a magnifying 
glass - are absolute miracles of 
nature, and you can find them 
in a puddle.” 

Although Backshall’s had 
his fair share of risky encoun¬ 
ters with deadly creatures and 
hostile landscapes, he’s not en¬ 
couraging families to do any¬ 
thing dangerous themselves - 
although he says children will 
learn from playing outdoors and 
getting bumped and bruised. 

“It’s essential that play is safe 
and there’s the absolute mini¬ 
mum of risk involved,” he says. 

“But I do think it’s a very 
important part of life to learn 
about constant risk assess¬ 
ments, to look around you and 
figure out what’s genuinely 
dangerous and what’s not.” 

Backshall says there’s also 
great joy to be found on the sea¬ 
front, from beachcombing and 
finding “miracles that have been 
swept ashore by the waves”, or 
by going through rockpools and 
finding crabs and anemones. 

And it’s not just about kids 
getting out there and enjoying 
the wonders of nature alone - 
parents should share the expe¬ 
riences with them. 

“We can’t just expect kids to 
instantly have this knowledge 
from nowhere. I was very lucky

that as a youngster I had parents 
that were obsessed with the out¬ 
doors - they still are now. 

“They were very adventurous 
and they always had ideas of 
things we could do outside. But 
that’s not going to be the case 
with everyone, and I want to 
get as many different ideas out 
there as possible so adults can 
get some inspiration. 

“All the fondest memories 
I have with my parents are of 
doing beach things with them 
when I was a kid, and they’re 
things I still treasure even now. 
This is the way that we build 
up those all-important relation¬ 
ships with our youngsters that 
will hopefully last the rest of 
our lives.”

In the first of our monthly columns 
showcasing Newmarket's market stalls, 
we speak to Leonard Rix, who has been 
trading on the market for 47 years. 

COME rain or shine, Leonard Rix will be found at 
Newmarket market selling his locally-sourced eggs 
every Tuesday and Saturday. 

The trader joined the market 47 years ago, but 
has previously traded at Halstead, Mildenhall, 
Bishop's Stortford and Framlingham. 

Leonard has always wanted to have a career 
in farming - and growing up told everyone he 
wanted to be a poultry farmer. 

His first farm was in Wickhambrook, where he 
had more than 10,000 chickens, 100 geese, and 
20 cattle and pigs. 

Now, alongside his duck, goose and chicken 


eggs, you may also find a chick, rabbit, or even a 
baby peacock for children to pet at his stall. 

Leonard started trading on the market at 
Christmas, 1967, and the stall blossomed from 
there. 

He said: "I love the banter with the customers 
and other stallholders. 

"No two days are the same. 

"It has been lovely to see the children that 
came along with their parents 30 years ago grow 
up and bring their families down to see me." 

He added: "Market trading has changed over 
the years but the people are always friendly. 

"You just don't get service like this in the 
supermarket."

Cambridge Comedy Festival 


When did you first realise you could 
make people laugh? 

Probably at college. I was involved 
in running the Student Union so had 
to make speeches occasionally and I'd 
jazz them up with the odd gag here 
and there. 

Where do you find inspiration? 

Anywhere and everywhere. Most 
of the best stuff comes from obsessing 
over the things I wished I'd said in 
arguments or confrontations with 
other people. 

You've had huge success on the 


international circuit... do you find 
that sense of humour differs greatly 
between countries? 

Not massively. I find America is the 
place where you have to tailor your 
references to the audience more than 
any other place. If you say "footpath" 
instead of "sidewalk", for instance, 
they'll look at you, baffled. 

What is it about the Irish sense of 
humour that produces such top 
comedians? 

I get asked that question a lot. I 
should really think of an interesting 


answer for it. The best I can come up 
with is that we like talking, and talking 
is a very important component of 
stand up. 

Who makes you laugh? 

My friends. Nobody will ever 
make you laugh like the people you 
know best and who know you best. 
I'm lucky in that most of my closest 
friends also happen to be professional 
comedians so that's a bonus. 

What has been the highlight of your 
career so far? 

Getting to do a West Wing style 


"walk and talk" with Martin Sheen 
on the Graham Norton Show. I'm a 
massive fan of the West Wing so that 
was a hoot. 

Best and worst aspects of your job? 

The best bit is the time spent on 
stage.

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New Fiat 500 
looks so cute 


FIAT has released the first pictures 
of the updated 500, complete with 
'airy glasshouse' and rear lights 
that 'almost look like illuminated 
tattoos'. 

More than 1,800 'innovative' 
detail changes have been made, 
says Fiat, on a car that intends to 
keep its crown as the high-cost city 
car of choice - prices for entry- 
level versions will start at £10,890, 
or about the same as an absolutely 
top-spec Skoda Citigo. 

Such an overhaul of minor 
details has left the styling largely 
alone, which will be music to the 
500 fan club's ears, although the 
front does now have rounded LED 
daytime running lights for a more 
'2016'look. 

It's also the same size as 
before, at 3.57m long, 1.63m 
wide and 1.49m tall, with the 
signature clamshell bonnet but 
slightly more angled headlights 



for a 'bolder and more confident 
gaze'. 

It's the tail lights that are the 
most confusing, though, with 
'empty' light clusters that have 
body-coloured centres, from which 
'light appears to emanate almost 
like an illuminated tattoo'. 

Inside the 'airy glasshouse' - that 
would be the passenger area, then 
- things are just as familiar despite 
claims of 'extensive revisions'. 

But all versions now feature the 
Uconnect entertainment system, 
previously only offered on high- 
end grades. 

Three petrol engines that 
buyers already know and love 
will be offered; a 68bhp 1.2 as 
the cheapest option and two 
versions of the 0.9-litre TwinAir 
two-cylinder turbo, with 84 and 
104bhp respectively. The TwinAir 
84bhp has achieved an average of 
74.3mpg in official tests. 

Safety is boosted by larger brakes 
than before, while somehow 
the engineers have stuffed seven 
airbags into the tiny cabin - or 
should that be 'glasshouse'? 

The 500 is due to go on sale in 
September, with prices of high- 
spec models expected to reach 
perilously close to £18,000.

And there was also success for 
South African paceman Graham 
Hume, with the opening bowler 
netting 2 for 58. 

The result means Burwell now 
have plenty of breathing space 
between themselves and bottom 
side Bury St Edmunds. 

Burwell II enjoyed a good win 
over Histon in the Tucker Gardner 
League, Division One. 


Matthew Hague (65) and Marc 
Pearson (50) led the way as Burwell 
posted 263 for 9. 

Histon were then all out for 199. 

A century from Chris Baugh was 
the highlight of Worlington’s win over 
Mistley in the Marshall HatchickTwo 
Counties Championship, Division 
One.

Smith successful 
in Carr time trial 

MATT Smith produced one of the fastest 
25-mile times by a British cyclist in setting 
a course record at the Zak Carr Memorial 
Time Trial. 

The Newmarket rider stopped the clock 
on 48min 20sec on a course from Exning 
to Little Abington and back, taking in the 
A14 and A11, to post the 25th quickest 
time over the distance by a cyclist from this 
country. 

Smith, who also won the event last 
year, finished more than a minute ahead 
of his nearest rival, having recently come 
fifth in the national 50-mile time trial 
championship. 

He was delighted to record such a time in 
the event, commemorating time trialist Carr, 
who died in a road accident while riding his 
bike in 2007, but felt the conditions suited 
such an attempt. 

"It's generally quite a quick course and it 
attracts a lot of riders because it's a chance 
for them to set good times," said Smith, 
who only took up time trialing three years 
ago. 

"I was pleased with how I was going and 
I was averaging 30mph at the turn, then 
you're going into a tailwind and think 'can I 
get a PB (personal best)?'. 

"All the way back you're watching the 
average speed going up and up, so I knew it 
was going to be pretty quick." 

Velovelocity rider Smith had the 
disadvantage of the course being slightly 
extended for safety reasons, not that it 
mattered. 

He said: "I set a PB by 14 seconds which 
isn't a massive amount of time, but it was a 
harder course than when I set my previous 
PB because it had been lengthened by the 
equivalent of 10 or 20 seconds, so really it 
was quite a bit better than my previous ride. 

"I was delighted to win and, with the 
time, it was a strong result for me and puts 
me 25th in the all-time fastest list." 

Smith now turns his attentions to the 
national 25-mile time trial championship in 
High Wycombe next month. 

He said: "I finished 16th last year, but I'm 
looking to do better and hope for a strong 
result in that." 

In the meantime, Smith also won the 
latest round of the Newmarket Cycling 
Club Midweek Time Trial League with a 
time of 38.24, while Jon Wilson was first 
club member home in 42.41 in the 18-mile 
event at Red Lodge. 

Sarah Muffett won the women's section 
with a personal best for one lap of the 
course of 28.32. 

Meanwhile, Bob Watson and Steve Peck 
competed in the VTTA 25-mile event at 
Newmarket in very warm conditions, clocking 
respective times of 56.23 and 1:01.17.

Muhaarar triumphs 
in July Cup thriller 


THERE was a moment on Saturday 
afternoon at the Moet & Chandon July 
Festival which could almost have been 
from a film. 

Tropics and Muhaarar had just passed 
the winners’ post in the Darley July Cup 
and the naked eye could not separate 
them, so a photo-finish was needed to 
determine the winner of the valuable. 

There is a growing trend of film directors 
to pause a scene and talk over the top to set 
the scene, and when it was announced that 
the outcome of the race had been decided 
it felt just like that, as everyone froze and 
silence befell the two enclosures. 

And when it was revealed that three-year- 
old Muhaarar had been given the verdict 
by a nose, the raised view from the stands 
witnessed a lot of punching of the air and 
loud cheers for the 2-1 joint-favourite. 

It was a fitting showpiece for the 
afternoon, but one where you could have 
mixed emotions. Tropics had run a brave 
race under Pat Cosgrave, being prominent 
at the front only to be pipped to victory at 
the death, with his trainer Dean Ivory even 
believing that the win was theirs before the 
photo-finish result was read out. 

But you have to praise and applaud the 


turn of foot of Muhaarar who, struggling 
going down into the dip for jockey Paul 
Hanagan, took off like a rocket once he met 
the rising ground. 

“It was the track I was worried about more 
than anything,” said Muhaarar’s trainer 
Charles Hills. “He got a good start and Paul 
managed to get him covered up, but he 
didn’t come down the hill too good. But 
he’s a real fighter and he galloped right to 
the line against some seasoned sprinters. 

“He will only get sharper the more he 
competes in these races. 

“He has run a great race and has stepped 
up and improved again. We’ll put him back 
on a nice level track now. 

“He’s in the Maurice de Gheest and the 
Haydock Sprint, and there’s Ascot at the 
end of the year.” 

Hanagan, who had partnered Richard 
Fahey’s Rene Mathis to success in the Bun- 
bury Cup in the previous race, was delighted 
with the display of Muhaarar. 

“I really felt for him coming down the 
hill as he didn’t really handle the dip and it 
felt like each leg was in a different county 
at one stage,” said Hanagan. “As soon as he 
met the rising ground though, he took off. 

“This is what’s it all about. The whole team 


works hard, I’m delighted. 

“It doesn’t get any better than this, it’s 
what you work hard for and it was special 
to ride a big winner for Richard Fahey too.” 

Ivory was extremely upbeat in defeat, 
and delighted that Tropics, even on ground 
that was not his ideal, was back to form 
after his disappointment at Royal Ascot. 

“The last few strides felt like 10 minutes,” 
he said. “In the marquee afterwards I 
thought we’d won it, I really did. 

“To have a high and a down like that... 
if ever you wanted anyone on your side, it 
was today. The horse has done brilliantly 
for me and I can’t complain. 

“We’ll keep knocking on the door. We 
might go to the Stewards Cup, but he 
doesn’t like a lot of runners around him, so 
I might just put the brakes on. 

“There is the Haydock Sprint Cup and a 
few other races like the one on Champions 
Day. 

“I have to bring him back here for the 
Fisted race that he’s won two years on the 
trot. I’ll bring him back here without a 
penalty and try to win it for a third time.” 

Eastern Impact was a further length and 
a half back in third, while joint-favourite 
Brazen Beau was seventh. 


Crowds up to
